Progressing Favorably—Help the Un- 
em ployed. 


This morning the Police Department of St. 
Louis made its subscription to the Lake Em- 
ployment Fund, a generous subscription of 
one day’s pay from every man on tke force 
who felt willing and able to thus aid in the 
work of relieving the distress of the unem- 
ployed of this city. 

The police subscription to the fund amounts 
to a total of $1,742.45, a splendid showing 
from the gallant boys in blue. 

It represents the entire Police Department 
from Chief Laurence Harrigan down, It is 
accompanied by the best wishes of the force 
for the success of the Lake Employment Fund 
in its great undertaking. The warm thanks 
of the fund management are tendered the 
officers and men of the Police Department 
for their manly help thus extended. 

To-day there are 660 laborers at work on 
the lake in Forest Park, together with!102 
double-team wagons and 88 carts and dri- 
vers. Yesterday 100 additional laborers were 
notified to report at Forest Park this morn- 
ing and find employment awalting them 17 
Geserving and competent. 

Notices will be sent out to-day to 50 more, 
tellingthem to apply on the grounds at 
Forest Park to-morrow morning. 

The work on the park lake made possible 
by the practical operation of the Lake Em- 
ployment Fund is going forward splendidly 
now. With favorable weather it will only 
cease when the fund has been exhausted and 
the lake in Forest Park has been completed. 
There is no limit to the Fund’s relief work 
save that of the financial extent of the fund 
through subscription on which it depends for 
its supply.

Labouchere Voices the Sentiments of 
the Redicails Against Roseberry—The 
New Premier Must Bea Member of the 
Commons—The Prime Minister’s Fare 
well Speech—The Coming Issue in 
British Politics—Peers and People.

HIGH SPEED ELECTRIC TRAVEL. 


Its Dangers aud Some Very Uniaue 


Remedies Suggested. 
From Eleetric rower. 

The high speed at which electric cars are 
run in this country, and the numerous acci- 
Gents therefrom, have been commented 
upon vigorously in the dally press, which 
has universally condemned the reckless 
speed and its results, and purfunctorily in 
the street railway and electrical papers, 
which have sought to palliate it. One elec- 
trical paper, moved by the accounts of the 


deathsof a score of children in Brook- 
lyn, where life is held so cheaply 
that it has required the slaughter of 
nearly fifty people and a few awards of 
heavy damages tc awaken the officials of the 
street railway companies to the necessity of 
applying some means to the cars for ob- 
viating fatal accidents, has even gone so far 
as to suggest that the Legislature make it 
unlawful for children to be allowed out upon 
the streets; while the President of the com- 
any, with tears in his eyes, has protested 
is love for humanity and expressed a hope 
thatthe police would be allowed to arrest 
any man, woman or child found under the 
wheels of his trolley cars. The general in- 
difference tothe law in this respect shown 
both by those who should enforce and 
those who should obey is perhaps to blame 
for this state of things.

The motorman 
may not always de to blame. but a simple de- 
vice to indicate to him that the speed of his 
car has exceeded the maximum allowed, 
should be made compulsory on each car,and, 
furthermore, to prevent runovers, each car 
should be provided either with a brake which 
og act automatically and instantaneous- 
or a fender which could be trusted to ful-

Sal results in sugar refining. The basis for 
their conclusions was the following informa- 
All sugars are composed of crystals and 
Grystallizable matter, with or without dirt 
and noxious impurities, also a certain 
amount of uncrystallized syrup. Granulated 
Sugar consists of nearly pure crystals, that 
is, about 99 per cent of jits weight consists of 
clean white sugar. Oentrifugals, the most 
common standard form of unrefined sugar, 
are somewhat colored, and contain so much 
unérystallized syrup and impurities that 100 
pounds when refined yields only about 
minety-six pounds of granulated or prac- 
tically pure sugar. The next most ordinary 
grade—fair refining sugar—is still less pure, 
go that 100 pounds will yield not more than 
ninety-four pounds of granulated sugar. In 
addition there are much lowerand dirtier 
grades, running; down in quality, measured 
by number of pounds of granulated 
Sugar which 100 pounds will make, to 
80 degs. or doelow. It takes 100 
pounds of 80 degrees sugar to produce eighty 
pounds of granulated sugar. Were granu- 
lated sugar the only product the proposed 
plan would be absolutely without benefit to 
the sugar refining interests as represented 
by the Sugar Trust. The refiner of 100 pounds 
of granulated sugar would have to pay the 
same amount of duty upon his raw material 
in every case, and this amount would also in 
every case equal the protection given him 
upon his product. The syrup question, how- 
ever, complicates matters and will tend to 
the benefit of the refiners. For example, in 
refining 96 degrees centrifugal sugars the 
product of 100 pounds consists not merely of 
ninety-six pounds of refined sugar but in ad- 
dition of between two and three pounds of 
syrup, worth as much or more than two 
pounds of sugar. The result is that the as- 
sumption on which the proposed tariff is 
based—that the useful contents of the raw 
Gugar are represented by the degree of 
refining capacity—is a mistake tothe ex- 
tent that valuable syrups represent 


an additional of the non-crystallizable ele- 
ment in the raw sugar. A duty of 96-100 
per cent ona pound on 96 deg. centrifugal 
sugar andicent on 100 deg. sugar (an ideal 
quality) would give the refiners a protection 
af 1-50th of a cent a pound.

nds entirely upon the syrup in the case of 
ow degrees sugar, and especiaily since the 
ordinary grades of beet sugars used for re- 
fining are lower in degree than the cane su- 
rs most refined in this country, which 
lone are referred to above, the subject may 
ar looking into further.

Astothe higher grades of cane sugar, this 
discrimination in favor of the refiners is very 
small, say 1-40th of 1 centa pound. Incase 
of lower grades and beet sugar the probabili- 
ties are the result Would give more substan- 
tial protection to the refiners. The lower the 
grade the more of syrup and consequent Den- 
efittothe refiners. The higher the grade the 
less of syrup.

WORKING FOR SPECIAL INTERESTS. 

The Democratic members of the Finance 
Committee have been in almost continuous 
session comparing notes as to caucus mat- 
ters and hearing a few Senators in further 


advocacy of particular duties. The most ex- 
tended hearing this morning was granted to 
Senator Faulkner, who addressei the com- 
mittee on general lines, urging concessions 
and harmony.

ECHOES OF THE CAUCUR, 

The echoes of the caucus are interesting.

Asked as to how soon he expected work on 
the billto be compieted, Mr. Jones replied 
that the bill ought to be ready to be reported 
on Monday. 

Without the holding of another caucus?“ 

Well, yes, I should think so, was the re- 


ply. 

Mr. Brice, who ts now Known ins enatorial 
circles as the king of kickers,’’ expressed 
to the Post-DISPATCH correspondent the sat- 
isfaction he felt over the effect of the caucus. 
The situation isin every way improved, 
he said. ‘*‘The difficulty before was that the 
great manufacturing and industrial portion 
of the country felt that its interests were be- 
ing ignored in the revision of the bill. I was 
complaining that it could not even secure a 
hearing before the committee. This led 
to a very ugly state of affairs, in- 
volving not only the majority of the 
Finance Committee, but ail other Demo- 
cratic Senators, and through them 
the whole Democratic Things 
are different now. eaucus 
afforded the manufacturing and 
industrial section ofthe country an oppor- 
tunity tosubmit its case and that oppor- 
tunity was fully improved.

A Class of Meritorious Claimants Under 
the Act ot June 87, 1890, Thus Be- 
come Pensfonabie—Given in the Care 
of Mary E. Walker—Text of the Ar- 
gument. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 2.—Aassistant 
Secretary Reynolds yesterday decided a dase 
which will render pensionable a meritorious 
class of claimants under the act of June 27, 
1890, who were excluded under the previous 
decisions of the department. 

The case is that of Mary E. Walker, widow 
of Samuel H. Walker, whose husband served 
a term of over ninety days and was honor- 
ably diseharged. He again entered the serv- 
ice, was commissioned, and while serving 
bis second term ot service was killed, not in 
line of duty. His claim was rejected by the 
Pension Bureau in conformity with the de- 
part mental decisions, that a soldier not hav- 
ing been honorably discharged from his sec- 
ond term of service his widow was not en- 
titled toa pension, notwitnstanding the fact 
that he had served ninety days or more, and 
had been honorably discharged therefrom 
and had died. 

secretary Reynolds, after referring to the 
decisions on this subject, which hold that 
the term honorably discharged therefrom’’ 
referred to allow a soldier’s service in the 
war of the rebellion, and from each and 
every term of enlistment, and thatthe nec- 
essary conditions under all circumstances 
were that as each and every term expired it 
must de followed by an Lonorabie discharge, 
and that death in a second or subsequent 
termof service was not under any circum- 
stances equivalent to an honorable dis- 
charge, proceeds to say: 

„While the rules laid down in the cases 
cited if strictly adhered to would constrain 
to affirm the action of the late Commissioner 
of Pensions in rejecting this claim, yet the 
case he represented is one coming within the 
spirit and the letter of the law and fulfilling 
all the requirements thereof for the allow- 
ance of a widow’s pension under the third 
section of the act, so far as relates to service 
and discharge. To reject this claim because 
of death in a second term of service would 
be doing violence to the plain intent of the 
law, for death was a fina) termination of his 
service and ſt cannot be said that it is equiv: 


alenttoa dishonorable discharge. 

Had the soldier pot re-entered the mili- 
tary service after receiving his honorable 
discharge from his first term, he would 
clearly have been entitled toa pension under 
the plain terms of the act, and his widow 
upon his death would also have been pen- 
sioned. Why, then, should his re-enlistment 
and death in subsequent service, 
80 militate as to preclude his 
widow from the benefit of the act? 
It is true his death is not shown 
to be the result of his army service, 
or incurred in line of duty, but the answer to 
this is. thatthelawof June 27, 1890, imposes 
no such conditions. On the contrary it in ex- 
pressterms grants her a pension without 
proving bis death to be the result of his army 
service. This act, like mostof the various 
laws which constitute the pension code, is 
remedial in its character and should be 
broadly, beneficially and liberally construed. 

As was said by the Supreme Court in the 

case of Oates vs. National Bank (100th U. S. R., 
P. 244), ‘we Should discard any” construction 
that would lead to absurd consequences,’ 
and again in the case of the United States vs. 
Kirby (7 Wall. p 246), in an opinior delivered 
by Justice Field, ‘all law should receivea 
sensibie construction, and general terms 
should be solimited in their application as 
not to lead to injustice or absurd conse- 
quences. It willaiways, therefore, be pre- 
sumed thatthe Legislature intended excep- 
tions to its language which would avoid re- 
sults ofthis character. The reason of the 
law in such cases should prevail over its let- 
ter. 
To hold in this case that the words hon 
orably discharged,’ as used in the third sec - 
tion of the act, refers to the last term of 
service is to give these words a broader 
meaning than was intended by Congress and 
thus narrows the limitof theirevident pur- 
pose. 

Even though the words honably dis- 
charged’ be interpreted in their broadest 
sense and held to mean an honorable dis- 
charge from each and every term of service, 
yet death in the second term of service should 
be considered as equivalent to an honorable 
discharge unless occurring under circum. 
stances which would have warranted a dis- 
honorable one. To hold otherwise is to de- 
feat a meritorious class of claimants who 
bring themselves within the plain letter ana 
spirit of the act by providipg every essential 
requirement of the law. 

‘*l amof the opinion that when a soldier 
has served a term of enlistment of ninety 
days or more and been honorably discharged 
therefrom, re-enlists and dies during his 
subsequent term, which death is not the re- 
suit of a violation of any law, rule or regu- 
Jation of the military or naval service, the 
requirementg of the act of June 27, 1990, as to 
sength c¥ sarwite end honersme aischarge 
are jiuiflied, ana his widow ts entitled toa 
pension in compliance with the other condl- 
tions of the act. 

Ine action of the Pension Bureau of June 
23, 1891, rejecting this widow’s claim, is here- 
by reversed, and you will proceed to adjudi- 
cate this and all similar cases in accordance 
with the rule as herein indicated.

late yesterday afternoon, as telegraphed the 
Post-DIsPaTCH. Mr. Bland offered a sub- 
stitute for his original bill and it was 
adopted. 

The first section of the substitute is identi- 
cal with the first section of the original bill, 


except that the coinage is to proceed as fast 
as „possible“ instead of ‘‘practicable.’’ 
The substitute for the second section reads: 

After the coinage provided for in the first section 
(the seigniorage) the remainder ofthe buliion pur- 
chaced in pursuance of the act of July 14, 1890, shall 
be coined into legal tender standard silver dollars 
as fast as possible; and tne coin shall de 
held for reaemptien ef the Treasury netes issued 
against such bullion. As fast as the bullion shall be 
coined for the redemption of saia notes, the notes 
shall not be reissued, but shall be eanceled in 
amounts equal to coin held derived from eoinage 
herein provided for and silver certifieates shall de 
issued on such coin ip the manner now provided for 
by law; provided that this act shall not be construed 
to ehange existing law relating tothe legal tender 
character or mode of redemption of existing Treas- 
ury notes under the act of 1890. 

The coinage of silver under this act, should 
it become a law, will place $55,000,000 silver 
certificates in circulatioz. 


APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


They Will Come Up in the House Since 
Blanda’s Bill Is Disposed Of. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—The great 
appropriation dills will engage the attention 
of the House now that the Bland silver bill is 
disposed of. There are four appropriation 
bills now on the calendar, an unusual ad- 
vance at this time in a session. Mr. Sayers 
has arranged to begin onthe fortification 
bill this noon, and to follow it with the pen- 
sion bill, District of Celumbia bill and the 
sundry civil bill inthe order named. These 
measures have the right of way without 
special rule, and their consideration win 
proceed from day to day until all four are 
passed. 

Mr. Sayers counts on passing the fortifica- 
tions billin about an hour, as he anticipates 
ne opposition. It carries a total of about

ONCE SENTENCED TO DIE. 


A Gevernment Building Inspector Whe 
Has a History—Federal News. 


Edward O’Meagher Condon, .Government 
Inspector of Public Buildings, arrived from 
Washington, D. C., to-day. to examine the 
Custom- house ana recommend certain alter - 
ations. Mr. Condon is a man with a history. 
During the civil war he was a Captain in the 
169th New York Regiment, better known as 
Gen. Corcoran’s Regiment, or the Irish 
Legion of the Army of the Potomac 
When the war was over, Capt. Condon 
became a leader in the Fenlan movement. 
He went to Manchester, England, and took 
an active part in the Feniancirclesof that 
city. When Police Captain Britt was killed 
by bomb in 1867, Condon was tried with otber 
Fenians, and was sentenced to death, to- 
gether with Allen, Larkin and O’Brien, who 
were duly executed. Secretary of State 
Seward interviewed for Condon and 
obtained for first a re- 
spite and then a commutation 
of his sentence to life imprisonment. This 
action was not taken until Congress had 
— four joint resolutions calling upon the 

ritish Cabinet to commute Condon’s sen- 
tence. He passed twelve years in an English 
prison, and was then pardoned at the in- 
stance of John Walsh of Philadelphia, who 
was the American representative at the 
Court of St. James under President Hayes. 
Condon came to the United States at once, 
and has since been in the Federal service al- 
most continually.

FRANCE’S BREAD TAX. 

There has been ample evidence that the 
French Government at present is domi- 
nated by folly and ignorance, but none 
that is as convincing as the increase of the 
impost on wheat. The new duty amounts 
to about 36 cents a bushel, and is therefore 
practically prohibitory. . 
The most enthusiastic of our protection- 
ists will hardly ‘‘point with pride’’ to 
this action of France, yet it is a logical 
and consistent part of the protection 
policy. It is unfortunate for France, but 
fortunate for her sister nations, that she 
can give this admirable illustration of pro- 
tection in its worstform. England served 
as an excellent object lesson once when her 
corn laws were in force, but another of the 
same kind is needed. 
Unlike the American farmer, the French 
farmer can be benefited by a protective 
tariff. He suffers from competition, and 
a prohibitory tax will enable him to make 
artificial prices and squeeze the French 
people. Of course bread will be dearer, 
and as breadis theraw material of la- 
bor, the cost of producing every 
article made in France will be 
increased either through an increase 
of wages or a loss in the efficiency and 
strength of workingmen. The very 
poor people will suffer for bread and many 
will starve, but what of that? The farmer 
will get more for his wheat and the land- 
lord will get more for his land. 
Naturally the protectionists elsewhere 
demand retaliatory measures, but there is 
no need of it. The people of France will 
suffer enough from their bread tax without 
making other people suffer on account otf 
its

From the New York Times. 

The leading McKinley journal of Ohio rej 
cently protested philaathropically against 
the enactment of the Wilson bill upon the 
ground that it would reduce the wages of 
workmen in Eürope. This was an unex- 
pected argument, but there is something still 
more surprising in the estimate of the New 
York Tribune of Tuesday last that the enact- 
ment of the bill will cause a decrease of 
about 30 per cent in the value of goods im- 
ported. Our neighbor goes on to say: If 30 
per cent be taken fromthe importations on 
which duties were calculated by Mr. Wilson’s 
committee, the loss of revenue would be 
$36,000,000. This in effect would make a shrink- 
age Of $111,000,000 in revenue from customs, 
the $36,000,000 being added to the $75,000,000 
which would de taken from the 
revenue, accordin to 
committes's esti Our neighbor and 
all other Republican journals have contended 
heretofore that the reduction of duties by the 
Wilson Dill must largely increase importa- 
tions. Everybody has heard a hundred times 
the prediction that the country will be 
Hooded“ with foreign goods, Now the 
chief organ of the party estimates that the 
imports will be reduced nearly one-third! 
There seems to be a sharp turn here, and we 
direct the attention of the followers of Me- 
Kinley to the new doctrine. We may add 
that our neighbor’s estimate is based upon 
the assumption that American consumers 
will not be able to buy so many goods because 
their wages will be reduced by the incoming 
Hood“ of incoming products; but this also 
is rather puzzling, for we don’t see how there 
is to be such a flood if the imports are to be 
reduced by 80 percent.

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

While we may commend the noble motives 
prompting some of the ladies and gentlemen 
engaged in dispensing charity to the unem- 
ployed, inthe method adopted there is an 


economic principle involved that needs 
thoughtful consideration, : 
First, economic reformers do not believe in 
organized or any other kind of charity, and 
Oppose all methods that make such a thing 
even temporarily necessary, but they do be- 
lieve in organized industry, in which the 
worker will receive the full product of his 
labor, Second, if organized charity is pos- 
sible and practical, organized industry is not 
onl Ir and practical, but it combines 
with it that which the other does not always 
combine, the essential element of justice, 
The employment of the apemployed under 
that form of charitable work where actual 
tt pg is required—such as running a 
aundry, sewing room, wood yard, etc., and 
for which actual production, or work, no 
Wagesare paid and the worker is merely 
given food; shelter, etc., though it may be 
good in its intent, is a serious move toward a 
pauper-labor system of the most galling 
character. It not only accustoms people to 
helpiess dependence, but lowers ambition to 
the obtaining of a mere subsistence, and 
gradually Graga down better paid labor to 
its own level. The money power of this 
country would gladly extend organized 
charity tothe whole industrial system could 
they reach it by these rapid approaches, 
under cover of helping tue unemployed. The 
man, association or corporation that 
obtains profit from the product of 
under: paid labor because labor is 
forced to the margin of subsistence 
and is ‘‘forced to deliver’’—his work, how- 
ever good the motives may sometimes be, Is 


izing the best interests of society. Organized 
industry for self-employment under control 
Of labor itself, is what workers demand and 
what the trend of events, with the shrinkage 
of the margin of employment, is rapidly 
making necessary. Thecry ‘‘Utopian’’ and 
**visionary’’ should be applied to those who 
seek Otherwise than bya radical change of 
economic conditions to improve society, anda 
who prescribe those old remedies of politico- 
materia medica, suchas tariff for protec- 
tion’’ or, iu small doses, for revenue only, 
then resort to the single standard gold 
cure,’’ or ‘‘free silver,“ feed the patient on 
bonds to getup a bank circulation, or by 
fresh spurts of feigned patriotism or invec 

tive, give a hot bath to the new immigrant to 
prevent the congestion of labor,

NO IDEA OF STOPPING IT. 

AS @ matter of fact there is hardly an 
Oficial in Madison who has the slightest 
idea of attempting to stop any form 
of gambling which it may de seen fit to es- 
tablish there. The gamblers are the true 
rulers of the town, and the authorities are 
Willingto do their bidding. The Chief of 
Police dare not raid the game or even 
arrest a three-card-monte operator, a thim- 
Dle- rigger, or any other biack-leg who plies 
his nefarious practices at the track. If he 
attempted to do so he would not re- 
tain his office for an hour. Once before 
De tried to arrest two sharpers and 
was suspended for severai days. The alder- 
men of the town have either been bought by 
the gamblers or fear the consequences of 
any interference. The Mayor will not 
attempt to check open gambling, but 
rather regards it as a blessing to the town. 
The gaming annex to Alderman Coyle’s 
saloon will continue to run and St. Louis 
sports continue to play at this miniature 
Monte Carlo for months to come unless the 
better element of the community arises and 
demanas its suppression. 

The expose in Wednesday’s Post-DIsPpaTcH 
came as a great surprise to the manage- 
ment and habitues of the new gambling in- 
stitution, but so secure were they in the

SING SinG, N. Y., March 2.—This morning 
when the convicts in Sing Sing Prison were 
marched from their cells tothe lower dock 
the last man in the line was John Y. McKane, 
His hands rested on the shoulders of a 
horse-thief from New York. McKane with 


his companions filed into the large breakfast 
room and sat down on a rough wooden stool. 
In front of him was a tin np. witha pint of 
black coffee made of burnt bread crusts, and 
two slices of unbuttered bread. This was 
McKane’s first breakfast in prison. Unlike 
„Biff“ Ellison and Francis Weeks, McKane 
eat his breakfast. 

As soon as breakfast was over McKane was 
marched to the clothing shop, where he was 
placed in the hands of an instructor, who was 
to give him his first lesson in cutting trous- 


ers. 
McKane spent a sleepiess night in his cell, 
and was one of the first men up when the 
gong was sounded in his gallery. KceKane 
anxiously inquired ff there was any danger 
of the small-pox spreading. He was told 
there Was none. 
McKane brought up a certificate from his 
hysician, Dr. Hill of Gravesend, stating that 
@ was suffering from heart trouble, lung 
trouble and kidney disease.

Loxpox, March 2.—The Times prints a 
column article on the history of Boss McKane 
of Coney Island. It says: Everybody in a 
position to judge believes that his downfall 
will havea decided influence in the way of 
purifying elections throughout the States of 
the Union. 

It is startling, however, to think that such 
a career as his is possible in the very heart of 
the oldest and richest and most highly edu- 
cated section of the nation.

It is said that Dues- 
trow readily consented to the 
arrangement, but some fears are entertained 
as to what his conduct will de if he finds the 
present supply insufficient to satisfy his 
cravings. 
DUESTROW MADE NO KICK. 

When seen this morning Dr. Priest gave a 
reporter his reasons for issuing the order. 
** Duestrow is, of course, Very much dejected 
by the position in which he 
finds himself placed,“ he said, and 
has so far found his sole diversion in cigar- 
ette smoking. It was having an effect on his 
health and I deemed it Dest to stop it. I had 
a talk with him this ‘morning, pointed 
out the consequences of his action and per- 
suaded him to consent toa limitation of the 
supply. He himself said that he thought he 
could get along with ten a day, and orders to 
furnish him with that number and no more 
have been issued.’’ 

Dr. Priest also said that his position in re- 
gard to Duestrow's mental condition had 
been sometimes misunderstood. ‘‘I have 
never expressed an opinion on his sanity at 
the time the crime was commit- 
ted,“ he said, and will not 
ado 80 now. That is for a 
jury to decide on. All I state is that he is 
sane now, thongs much depressed.’’ 

Attaches of the Four Courts who have ob- 
served Duestrow daily place the number of 
boxes of cigarettes which he has consumed 
Gaily at from ten to twenty packages, 
and most of them seem to think that 
the larger number would be more neariy 
correct, As he bought them for the most 
part from the various saloons around the 
building the actual number could not be as 
certained. 

Duestrow has deen a cigarette fiend for 
years. An e6x-school-fellow of his who has 
known him for years told a reporter this 
morning that he had never seen him without 
a cigarette in his mouth during 
all the time he had known 
him. He smoked them to excess when he 
was at school and afterwards at college. He 
was a perfect slave to the habit, though it 
never apparently affected his mind. 

A SECOND ‘‘BLUFF’’ aT SUICIDE. 

Dr. Arthur Duestrow, the murderer, did 
his attempt-at-suicide act again last night 
under almost the same circumstances as 
surreunded the farce of the night before. 
For the sake of variety, however, he used his 
suspenders last night, instead of his 
pillow-case. Theallegedattempt was fur- 
ther from being serious than the previous 
one, as he did not get his head in the noose 
and had he done 80 itis doubtfulif the sus- 
penders would have held. 

It was about mianight when the attempt 
was made. The guard in charge had just 
gone tor his supper when he and Night Jaller 
Rohr heard a noise in the cell and rushed in 
to see what it was. Duestrow was just pre- 

ring to put his head in the noose. 

Jailer Kraemer bas decided to use extraor- 
dinary measures of precaution in guarding 
the prisoner. He has ordered everything re- 
moved from the cell at nights with which the 
omen y could possibly make a rope to hang 

imself. Thie includes his trousers and 
shirts, suspenders and socks.

BABRICELLI’S EXPULSION. 


The Socialistic Organizer Claims It Was 
Irregular and Done by Anarchists. 


The trouble that has been brewing for 
some time in the ranks of the Socialistic 
Labor party resulted in the expulsion of Or- 
ganizer Girard Barricelliata meeting ofthe 
English section at 417 South Fourth street 
last evening. Barricelll claims that there 
were present less than thirty of the members 
of this section, which numbers over 
ninety; and when the roll was taken only 
nine-favored the resolution of expulsion. 
Barricelli says he and some of his friends 
had already left the hall in disgust. This ac- 
tion will result, it is believed, in a permanent 
split of the party, as Barricelli’s friends 
ciaim he is backed by the National Executive 
Board, and he does not recognize the action 
of the members present last night. 

There has been for some time the sharpest 


antagonism between Gustav Hoehn, Secre- 
tary, and the Organizer. 

Barricelli was appointed organizer in De- 
cember. Appealing to the constitution Bar- 

“vicelli claimed to be the chief of the local or- 
ganization. Hoehn, whom he styles a dic- 
tatorandan Anarchist, opposed Barricelii’s 
claims. Rarricelil desired to engage in active 
propagandist work. He charged Hoehn and 
others with alienating the laboring people 
generally. 

At a meeting held Feb. 1 a committee was 
appointed to lay certain resolutions of the 
Socialistic party before the Council and House 
of Delegates. The committee neglected the 
latter injunction and Barricelli threw the 
blame on Hoehn. He also criticised the 
management of the party organ, Tabor. 
Hoehn stigmatized his objections as foolish- 
ishbness. Barricelli was much incensed; ob- 
taining no retraction he called Hoehn a 
**thief and a despotic boss.’’ He afterwards 
explained that he did not mean a money 
thief, but that he regarded Hoehn’s neglect 
of duty in not presenting the resolutions 
mentioned above as acheat practiced upon 
the party. 

Jinding Hoehn too strongly intrenched 
locally, Barricelll appealed to the National 
Executive Committee at New York inacir- 
cular dated Feb.6. When hearose to read 
before the meeting last evening the answer 
he had receivedthe din of what Barricelli 
terms the ‘‘Anarchistic rowdies’’ was so 
gieat that he could not be heard. Barricelli 
stalked out of the hall, followed by a number 
of those present. 

The National Executive Committee’s letter 
instructs Barricelli to bring direct charges 
against Hoehn or others before the National 
Board of Grievances at Boston as the Execu- 
tive Committee has no jurisdiction. The 
— — of the organizer to cali meetings, 
which had deen denied by Hoehn, is em- 
phaticaily asserted, The committee states 
that all moneys of the party should be turned 
over tothe Financial secretary, and that all 
Dills must be ordered paid by the section 
itself in open meeting. This raling sustained 
Barricelli{s strictures on the financial man- 
agementof the party. He had charged that 
collections were taken and reported as used 
for general expenses, etc. The committee 
press the hope that the difficulty would 
soon De settled. 

Barricelli has written an article that ap- 
peared in the Tabeblatt Feb. 19, denouncing 
almost every statement made in itas false, 
and he will appeal to the National Executive 
Committee. .

QUEER COMPLICATIONS, 


A Contractor’s Sureties, Both Dead and 
His Pavement Needs Repairing. 


The Board of Public Improvements will 
make a formal inspection to-morrow morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock of the wooden pavement on 
Chestnut street, between Jefferson and Grand 
avenues. the condition of which has been the 
cause of many complaints. The matter came 
up to-day before the board on acomplaint 


lodged by the property owners along the 
street. They alleged that Leopold Smalz, to 
whom the original contract for laying the 
wooden blocks had been let, was bound 
under his contract to maintain and keep in 
repair the street fora period of nine years. 
The pavement was laid in three sections 
and the maintenance clauses in the 
contracts do not expire until September 
November and December, respectively 
this year. Supt. Macklind of the street De. 
artmenttowhomthe matter was referred 

y the Street Commissioner for a report 
states that if the proper repairs are made 
the percentage retained dy the city for the 
faithful performance of the contract will hot 
only be exhausted, Out that there will bea 
deficit of $553. 

It is also reported that the sureties on 
Mr. Smalz’s bond for maintenance, Theo. 
Platte and Conrad, are both dead. The Street 
Commissioner returned the complaint tothe 
Board with the recommendation that it be 
acted on as a body, as he had no authority to 
actinthe premises.
